"IS DIPLOMACY PRESS A DYIMG ART?" 

STEVE COURTEMANCHE: I disagree with the statement that Diplomacy 
press is a dy ing ar t , It j us t seems that way because more peopTe 
are par t icipa t Ing in the Diplomacy hobby. The same percentage of 
them are sending in quaiity press as before . For example , in 1970, 
say 200 people were actively in the hobby and 207» were quaiity 
wri ters Cl don * t have hard- and- fast numbers ; these are gues stimates ) . 
That would me an 40 people were good press writers . It is 1986 
and we have about 700 people in the hobby. T wen ty percent of that 
yields 140 good press writers , but they have to compete with 560 
Bozos . Their press gets swamped by the in f ield bant er - C (Good 
point , B4£^ honey 1 ) ) 
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BOB OLSEN ; Cons ider ing some of the tedious drive 1 that * s praised 
as Golden Age Press, I don ' t see how things could be any worse now . 
A good press game is sort of a freak or miracle-^it just takes off 
sponLaneously and unpredictably . There ' s still good press out there 
and there always will be - The sty le or standards might change , but 
there* 11 always be some good stuff popping up here and there. 

NELSON HEINTZMAN : This is really a very broad question which may 
defy an easy answer . First, entire essays could be (and probably 
have been) written on what composes the definition of quallty press 
(use of the word "art" implies skill and enhanced quality): involved 
characteri sat ion . intricate plots, wit and repar tee? Other elements ? 
Jus t what exactly? Could not a superb ly elever and appropriate one- 
liner be of as high quality (as art ful) as a longer , more e laborate 
scenario? Doesn ' t the determination of Diploroacy press as art , like 
beauty , lie in the eyes of the beholder? 

Nevertheless, let us assume a reasonable definition of quality press 
could be agreed upon . The next necessary step would be for one to 
canvass the entire hobby zine pool in order to properly analyse all 
the current press . Who knows what press gems could be tucked away 
in obscure. out-of-the-way zines? Of course, one would then have 
to backtrack seve ral years (at least) through all those zines in 
order to have a basis for comparlaon. And just how far back should 
one go? The early 80s? The late 70s? Further back yet? However, 
even håving done all that , how does one go about determining art 
answer? 

General hobby participation and each individual' 6 own degree of 
persona 1 involvement ele ar ly tnoves in cycles. A not unreasonab le 
inference would be that press writing also is cyclical. Those who 
write press float in and out of the hobby like everyone eise. In 
addition, the quality of their effort is affected by the natural 
peaks and valleys to which their own creative activity is subject. 
So, at the very least, such a term as "dying" can only be considered 
in the most relative terms. Ferhaps a better term (if applicable) 
would be "declining , " which, after all, can be merely a temporary 
state of aff air s and can be revers ed . 

Which brings me to my last point : whether discussing decline or 
br i 1 1 i ane g , one needs the pas sage of time in order to tru ly as sess 
a particular period or era. One must be sure of what came both 
before and after in order to detennlne the in-between. Thus , I 
would venture to say that 25 years, even, is too short a period of 
time with which to construct a "Rise and Fall of Dip Press" scenario. 
After all . who knows what talents lie dormant within the un kn own 
Dipsters of the 90s? 

MEt, IN DA ANN HOLLEY : Disagree . But not everyone can write Golden 
Age . 

KAT HY BYRNE: I disagree, the press keeps the game exclting and 
interesting. I really get into the press, especially when 
I have a good GM to abuse, like the Bumbling Idiot or Meltnda. 
I love the games I GM be c ause my play er s write interesting press 
and keep me entertained. 
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FRANC INE BYRNE: I agree , because if you only have a 10-day deadline, 
hov are we supposed to negotiate and write press at the same time? 
((Franclne is referring to a typo Steve and I made in announcing the 
Spring '01 deadline for The Chocolate Game. We tried to get fancy 
and set up a deadline that was "14 days before the deadline for 
RE BEL * s such-and-sueh laøue" -- which confueed the heck out of every- 
one. . .lncludlng us! Our players thought they had to get thelr orders 
in imnedlately. An object lesson for us , and for all new GMs : Make 
your deadllnes EASYl You notice that our game deadllnea are now the 
first of every month . Ae you have seen this isaue , The Chocolate Game 
deadline is now September Ist, 1986, As for our Q t* A deadllnes. 
Steve and I are leavlng them as they are because we want our readers 
to have as much time as possible to write to us before we sit down 
at the typewriter and get the lssue out . ) > 

"HOW DO YOU WANT TO BE REMEMBERED? " 

STEVE COURTEMANCHE; I want to be remembered as a tfø^lty loving 
husband . ( (Snlcker 1 ) ) 

NELSON HEINTZMAN: A generally nice guy — reasonably Intelligent 
who made it through life without screwing over anyone too badly. 

RUSS WALLACE; I would like to be remembered ae a person who loved

FRANCINE BYRNE: I want to be remembered just the way I am.

FRANCINE BYRNE: They have no influence.

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MELINDA ANN HOLLEY: Wh en the poll resulta are announced, in te re st 
ls folrly high. Two veeks later, few carc. 

RUSS WALLACE: The on ly lnfluence that any Foll has on the hobby 
la to lnflate or deflate the already- inf lated egos of those who 
the polls are about. 

PETER MATE UNA S : Wh at lnfluence. lf any, do polls have on the hobby? 
Little, to much. It dependa on the poll and who reads lt. If you 
conalder country and people ratinga as a poll» then obvlously you* 11 
use a dlfferent atrategy or dlplomatlc approach for Kathy Byrne 
play Ing Italy versus Joe No -nåme playlng Italy. Polls on vlewpoints 
can on ly nake a dlfference ln that they forn a consensus or cetiter- 
polnt by whlch people can teli lf they are left or right of the 
raa Jort ty. Howtver , stat Istlcally r your poll nay have no me aning 
becauae of several reaaons. (1) The vay the questlon la worded may 
create arablguity, or even lean Cskew) the answers away fron the 
Han. "Have you beaten your chlldren today?" If you answer Ko , 
lt atlll Implles that you have beaten then ln the past . (2) Does 
your poll reaeh an audlenca that represents a welghted a ve r age of 
the population, and do all of then res pond. A poll on electlon 
nlght that asks Democratlc votera who wlll wln the electlon wlll 
be akewed toward a Democratlc victory. The Republlcen could wln. 
whlle the Poll showed a Democratlc landa lide. By the way, I hope 
Hario Cuomo doesn ' t run for President and, lf he does, I hope he 
losea. I thlnk he*s a louay Gove mor . Henry Kiss Inger would make 
an Intereatlng candidate. In the age of Chernenko, we need a 
dlplomatlc President . 

Final ly * a Poll of my own . 1 1 m currently sol leit Ing footnotes for 
an upconlng artlcle to" DW. When is a person not a novlce? I have 
yet to reaa anythlng on"Thia aubject, If lt la not or cannot be 
anawered, then theoretlcally we are all novlces at the PBM Hobby of 
Dip.

But I really thlnk Fhat the 
lsaue Is still qulte debatable. What do all of you thlnk out there?)) 

BOB OLSEN: The current rjeductlo adabjjurdvm of polls is nterely the 
culmlnatlon of a long-developtng^ protlen," - wfilch ls that polls ((..«)) 
are vastly overrated. The electorate ls just too volatlle. . . too much 
Influenced by outslde factors - * .and too Ignorant. ((,.,,)) 

I thlnk polls have entlrely too much lnfluence ( any lnfluence, let 
alone englne-of -patronage , ls too much) becauae people allow t hem- 
se 1 ves to actually thlnk the polls have aome meanlng other than as 
a conversatlon piece to f 111 pages . There are people who actually 
get upset lf they don* t make Top Ten or Top Five or (glory bel) #1 
, . . and lt*s ludlcroua. 
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NELSON HEINTZMAN: Anyone who stays up late at night watchlng the 
c leet ion r «turn 9 on TV ought to enjoy hobby polls ln uneral, 1 
vould thlnk. Matching trends, be ing øurprlaed or feeling vlndlcatc 
followlng the fate of the contendlng few, all provlde fasclnatlng 
material for contemplatlon and ref leet ion . The unf olding of the 
drama Inherent ln electlona or polls can be most excicing and 
exhilarat Ing . ln one sense, polls have inf luene e ln that they are 
simply f un to partlclpate ln. 

In more practlcal terms, howevcr , polls do provlde some form of 
feedback for those belng voted upon. GM 4 a receive some ldea of hov 
their efforts have been recelved; sine and subzlne edltors ga in a 
general ivpresslon of how their product has been viewed. While no 
poll can be completely comprehenslve in absolute terms (as regarde 
the ^totality" of the hobby whlch can never be perfectly plnpointec 
anyways) , ln general the greater the partlclpatlon ln polls , the 
greater the degree of representativeness , and hence the closer one 
c omes to the goal of ab st raet "resllty." Admlttedly, an unreachabl 
goal. but one to whlch one can come closer and closer all the time, 
and thus continually fine-tune the accuracy of the endeavor. 

Of what tventual use, value, or influence are these various polls7 
I be Heva some individual s take them as a general barometer of 
qua li ty. Certalnly, if zines are attractlng 30* 40, 50, or more v< 
ters in a poll, those edltors are do ing somethlng noteworthy to 
attract at tent lon I And lf most of the votes are positive scores, 
why so much the betterl Somethlng must be occurrlng in a praise- 
worthy fashion. Does thls mean that zlnes ranked lower are regardi 
by the votera as inf er lor and poorer ln quality 7 Ferhaps GMs 
ranked exceaslvely low might take a second look at their performani 
but as ragar d* zlnes . ta in ' t necesserlly so 1 Many lower ranked 
zines simply suffer by comparlson to larger, more widely circulate. 
readlng zlnes. Tor exa mp le . the warehouse zines, arguably c ona ide: 
the backbone of the hobby, provlde the Invaluable service of runnii 
"Just" the games, whlch are, after all, the base reason for the 
hobby ln the first place. These zines raay completely and fully 
satlsfy their functlon, vet lose out ln polls due to the extra 
effort put forth by the larger readlng zlnes whlch perhaps reflect 
a helgtitened degree of ingenuity by provldlng the reader with 
varletlea of substantiva material. Still both types of zlnes may 
fulflll dl f f er ing purposes a dm ir ab ly. 

Are the polls thua rendered uaelessT No, but the dlscerning Indiv 
Idual must be aware that dlfferent zlnes are set up to do dlfferen . 
thlngs. When revlewlng poll results (or when voting, for that mat 
one must be consclous of thls fact. And, rather obviously, one ca 
enjoy a fine time ln ANY zine given the right clrcumøtanceø and 
dynamlcs.... For myself, I enjoy partlcipat ing in polls: zlne. 
subrlne, GM, best player, best wrlter, etc. I enjoy seeing how 
various individual» and their efforts compare ln the eyes of the 
rest of the hobby. I also enjoy seelng people rewarded for their 
efforts wlth public recognitlon. And for those who do not fare so 
well? Well, there is always next year,..T 
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((Before ve wrap this up, we have a couple more answers from.,,)) 

PETER MATEUNAS : Favorlte Muppets : Animal. He real ly whales on 
the drums.
